VP’s Message 


Well it looks like technology is 
on the move here in Lafayette. Fi- 
ber has come to town. 

I am probably the first ham radio 
operator in Lafayette to make the 
move to this new _ technology. 
Months ago, Lafayette Utilities 
System (LUS) ran their fiber along 
the overhead utility right-of-way in 
my neighborhood in north Lafay- 
ette, the first to get this new service. 

About 2 weeks ago, the fiber 
crew came out and ran the fiber 
from the utility pole to the house 
along the overhead 220 volt en- 
trance. They mounted a box with 
all the fiber equipment near the me- 
ter box. 

On May 19" the installation 
crew came out and hooked up the 
internet, cable tv, and phone. The 
installation consisted of drilling two 
holes thru the wall, one for the 
Ethernet cable for internet, the other 
for a line from a charger plugged 
into a receptacle inside to a battery 
located in the fiber box outside to 
keep the phone line working in case 
of a power outage. 

I had to make some changes to 
my Mozilla Thunderbird e-mail cli- 
ent to receive and send my e-mails. 
The upload/download speeds are 
unbelievable as compared to the 
Bellsouth DSL I was using before. 
10 Mbps upload and download. 

Before, it would take about a 
minute to send out a batch e-mail to 
my list, now it is sent in the blink of 
an eye. 

I had no trouble getting tech sup- 
port over the phone. No Spanish 
prompts, and you talk to a “REAL” 
person that seems to know what is 
going on.

HB-146 regarding the use of 
cellular phones while driving is a 
bill up before the State House of 
Representatives. This bill was 
worded to exclude hands free cell 
phones, Citizen Band, and 2 way 
mobile radios but did not specify 
Amateur Radios as being in viola- 
tion of the law. 

Rep. Smiley introduced a floor 
amendment to HB-146 which in- 
cludes mobile Amateur Radio 
equipment operation in the list of 
violation exclusions. 

His amendment was adopted. 
The Bill now goes to the Senate.
